Engineers Agree 


Defect in Great Cantilever Over Si. 
Lawrence but Are Unable to Define 
I. Looking for Bodies. 


There Was Fatal

It was evident, they sald, that ” 
had been a miscaiculation of the ten- 
lle strength in some spot, that the 
weak spot had given way under the 
strain of many thousand tons of steel, 
and that this had at once upse: the 
balanced portions of the structur® and 
caused the collapse.

PIERS REMAIN INTACT. 
The two piers appear to be still 
solid, and it is evident thaf the ac- 
cident did not — through the giv- 
ing way of the masonry, but by the 
weight of the iron.

E. A. Hoare, chief engineer of the 
bridge company, sald today that he had 
seen all of the work executed and 
watched it carefully and that it was 
most diMicult to see where the defect 
could be.

Some of the 
workmen expressed the belief that the 
pier gave way under the tremendous 
strain of the overhanging el work. 
M. Pp. Davis of Ottawa, the contractor 
who bDullt the piers, made a hasty ex- 
amination last night, however. and 


reported them to be in good condition, 


although the steel superstructure had 
fallen upon them.

RUSSIAN TYRANNY. 


ONDON, Aug. 7.—Douma, or no! 
Douma, the Russian are 
bound to win their fight against 
an irresponsible autocracy for free 
ernment. A frail, prematurely old 
man, with whom I have just had a long 
talk, has convinced me of that. Felix 
Cohen its his name—a name well known 
and honored in Polish and Russian rev- 
olutionary circles.

“We hear a lot, about the financial 
depression and things of that kind. 
Let me tell you, there can be no long, 
lasting financial depression in the 
United States. There is too much real 
money, too much prosperity and too 
much American spirit in this country 
to stand for such a condition of af- 
fairs.“ 

Mr. Schwab then turned to hig mil- 
lion-dollar gift to the University of 
Penneyivania, which he declared he 
hoped to equip with the finest engineer- 
ing school in the world. The estab- 
lishment of such a school at Pennsyl- 
vania was the pet project of his life, 
Mr. Schwab said. Regarding the plan, 
he continued: 

“The other day I was able to give 
$1,000,000 toward this end. If I can do

FORCED HIS WAY FROM 
POVERTY TO FAME. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Richard Mansfield was born 
on the island of Heligoland, then a 
British possession, in the German 
ocean, where his parents were 4s0- 
journing at that time, May 24, 1857. He 
was d from a family of actors 
on his mother’s side. She was the fa- 
mous prima donna, Mme. Mansfield 
Rudersforf. Mansfield’s early youth 
was passed in England and on the con- 
tinent and his education was received 
at various places. He studied for a time 
in a private school in Germany and 
then went to Derby, England. It was 
while at the latter place that he made 
his first appearance as an actor, filling 
the role of Shylock in class-day exer- 


It was the desire of his mother that 
Mansfield become an artist, and after 
leaving his studies, he took a course in 
art for a time at South Kensington. 
Family reverses later compelied the fu- 
ture actor to seek other means of sup- 
port and he decided to come to the 
United States, where he secured a 
clerkship in the mercantile establish- 
ment of Jordan Marsh & Co. of Bos- 
ton. He remained with the Boston 
house for some time and the senior 
member of the firm became one of his 
fast friends. 

He had not entirely forsaken his art 
and he was known to have done some 
painting while employed in the com- 
mercial line at Boston. 

CAME NEAR STARVING. 

In 1875 he returned to England hop- 
ing to sell some of his paintings, but 
he failed in this, and for a time it fs 
said he was on the point of starvation. 

Many times his only meal in those 
early days in London was a hot potato 
bought from a street peddler. 

“IT used to hold the potato to warm 
my hands,” said Mansfield in relating 
his experiences, “and then eat it.” 

As a last resort, the disappointed ar- 
tist accepted an engagement with a 
strolling company of actors at a salary 
of $15 a week, and by hard work, he 
soon began to rise in his new profes- 
sion

After appearing in England for sev- 
eral years, he returned to the United 
States and made his first appearance 
in this country as “Dromes” in the 
Opera Les Manteaux Notires at the 
Standard Theater in New York on Sep- 
tember 26, 1878. 

HIS FIRST SUCCESS. 

In 1883 his opportunity came, when 
Mr. Palmer put on “The Parisian Ro- 
mance.” J. H. Stoddard was cast for 
the part of Baron Chevrial in the play. 
Stoddard at the last minute declined to 
play the part with which he said he 
was not in full sympathy. Mansfield, 
who had been cast for a small part 
in the play, begged permission to play 
the part of the palsied, dissolute old 
French nobleman. Mansfield lifted 
what at first seemed a small, eccen- 
tric part to one of an all-absorbing 
interest. 

The public and the critics forgot the 
play to talk of Mansfield’s Baron Chev- 
rial, and from that day Mansfield be- 
came a leading actor on the American 


stage. 

When the opera, “Rip Van Winkle,” 
was produced, he was given the part 
of Nick Vedder, and in the personifica- 
tion of that character he was a suc- 
cess. Shortly after that, Mansfield 
was given a place in the company of 
A. Palmer at the Union Square 
Theater, where he took the part of 
Tirandel in “A Parisian Romance.” 

REMARKABLE ACTIVITIES. 

Some idea of the extent of Mans- 
field's activities may be gleaned from 
the following list of plays in which he 
has appeared in this country, beginning 
with “A Parisian Romance” and end- 
ing with the production in this city

HIS HOME LIFE. 


On September 15, 1892, Mr. Mansfield 
married Beatrice Cameron, his leading 
woman for several seasons, and one 
son was born. 

Mr. Mansfield had a beautiful home 
in Riverside Drive, in New York, just 
south of One Hundred and Fourth 
street. He was a member of many 
clubs. He was fond of horses, and 
maintained a splendid stable at his 
New York residence. 

He leaves two brothers, Felix and 
Henry Mansfield. and one sister, Mme. 
Brassy of Macon, France. 

Mansfield’'s young son, Gibbsa Mans- 
field, has never been permitted to see 
his father act, and it was the artist's 
wish that his child's mind should not 
—— too early impressed with stage

During a visit of Dr. Selwyn. the 
bishop of Litchfield, while young Mans- 
field was a student at Derby and played 
the title role in “The Merchant of 
Venice” at his school's exercises, the 
bishop said to him at the conclusion 
of the performance: 

“Heaven forbid that 1 should encour- 
age you to become an actor, byt. should 
you become one, if I mistake not, you 
will be a great one.” 

It was not until he had tried com- 
mercial life and become disgusted 
with it and had come near starving to 
death while attempting to make a liv-

SOME INTIMACIES 
WITH MANSFIELD. 
—

During Mr. Mansfeld last visit to 
Los Angeles, less than two years ago, 
he was sitting chatting with The 
Times dramatic writer in his apart- 
ments at the Van Nuys Hotel. During 
the conversation he was casually look- 
ing over his mail. Pausing a moment 
to reach for a paper-knife, he ripped 
open a heavy blue envelope, read the 
contents in silence and smiled some- 
what grimly. 

“Here is a well-meaning individ- 
ual,” he said, at length, “who asks me 
to subscribe myself for a benefit—and 
that notwithstanding the somewhat 
evil notoriety I am afraid I have 
gained with reference to benéfits. The 
benefit is such a poor, contemptible, 
begging proposition after all. We may 
have charity and sincere sympathy, 
but the benefit idea, with its repelling 
note of — 4 gets the better of 


our finer sensibili 

“I don't want any benefits, 1 hope 
—and here the actor's face grew 
strangely serious—“I hope that my 
health may be spared for a muc 
longer career, but if ill should befall 
me, if I should become i pacitated, 
if I should fall helpless upon the 
hands of my friends—then 
Almighty take me away, 
right early! There is nothing so 
pathetic, to me, as the once-potent 
man or woman, stricken and still lin- 
gering in living death.” 

The news of yesterday indicates 
that Providence gave Mr. Mansfield 
his will. 

I am sure, however, that he did not 
anticipate any such untimely ending 
to his career. During his visit in Los 
Angeles he unfolded, in intimate con- 
versations with his friends, plans that 
might have taken half a score of 
years for consummation. Many of 
these ideas have never become public 
property, and at this hour are ex- 
tremely interesting. 

Among other things, he wanted a 
play on Mazarin, whom he as 
one of the greatest characters of his- 
tory, and a creature of infinite dra- 
matic bilities. Mazarin lay even 
nearer his heart than Peer Gynt, whose 
exquisite exploitation last

I believe I can assert, with consid- 
erable positiveness, that he never had 
any intention of playing Hamlet.“ 

“One-half an actor’s genius,” d 
Mr. Mansfield, “lies in his full appre- 
ciation of personal limitations. Now 
if I should take up ‘Hamlet,’ I would 
hear nothing but ‘Edwin Booth,’ ‘Ed- 
win Booth,’ all the rest of my 
and justly. Therefore, I shall 
something else.“ 

Mansfleld's art was the most subtle 
upon the American stage. As a char- 
acter actor, I believe he was the great- 
est America ever produced. He was 
certainly the foremost of his time, and 
if one may judge by the accounts of 
past conquests, there was none bet- 
ter. 

His finish was absolute. After be- 
holding one of his marvelously complex 
characters, one wondered where it 
was possible to discover so many de- 
tails of humanity. 

In the use of his voice, Mr. Mans- 
field might well have been a lesson 
for every 8 actor. His intonation 
was perfect, s modulations so sure 
that never, even in whispered pass- 
ages, did his syllables fail to carry to 
the extremes of his auditorium. It 
was a source of amazement, indeed, 
that a man so nervous, ofttimes in in- 
health, could always have such com- 
mand of his tones. 

The growth of his art was steady 
and certain, rather than by pyrotech- 
nic flights. I had not the pleasure of 
seeing him during his early career, 
but only beheld the full fruition of 
his genius, the most perfect thing in 
the pages of American theatrical his- 
tory. But it is certain that such in- 
tensity and ferocity as Richard mani- 
fested, such nonchalant elegance as 
Brummel exuded, such savage selfish- 
ness as Chevrial displayed, such ef- 
feminate charm as dripped from the 
honeyed sentences of the Misanthrope, 
were not the growth of a day. nor a 
year. Mansfield knew the sting of 
poverty. He felt it biting at his legs 
and gnawing at his stomach in his 
poor comic opera days, and thereafter 
he resolved to be somebody, though 
it took a lifetime of concentrated ef- 
fort for its accomplishment. How 
well he succeeded, the whole English- 
speaking world knows today. 

During his last iliness, I noticed 
that the fanciful story issued that he, 
dressed in the trappings and suits of 
play, lay in bed shouting his great 
scenes or mumbling romantic speeches 
all day long. I can scarcely credit

that tale. If so, it only proved his 
sad decline, a made death indeed 
a blessing.

There 
were no gestures, no trace of elocution 
in his voice—which was just a frank, 
honest conversational one. You won- 
dered how makeup, and clothes—and 
art—could accomplish all that lay so 
entrancingly beyond the footlights. 

He was very much interested in his 
home, his wife, and his boy—who 


| wrote him almost daily letters during 


his tours. He was further desfrous of 
8 a comfortable competence for 
his retiring years. He did not want 
to be rich, but he had an almost 
fanatical horror of dependent pov- 


erty. 

Mr. Mansfield is gone, but the im- 
possibility of filling his place will 
cause his memory to linger for many 
years in American centers of art. So 
will his chivalry, his gentleness and 
his sterling manhood cause him to be 
remembered always among those who 
had the good fortune to know him. 
The bugaboo Mansfield, creature of 
horror and eccentricity created by his 
enemies, had no place in the minds of 
his acquaintances.

This beautiful stream, 
dropping iff a sheet of mist of purest 
white from one level to another, ts one 
of the natural wonders of the world. 
It alone has attracted scores of thou- 
sands of visitors. That its yearly lite 
is to be prolonged will be good news 
to those who make yearly pilgrimages 
to the valley, and to the millions who 
in the future are to have their eyes 
opened for the first time to the beau- 
ties of the Yosemite. 

CHARMS OF THEIR OWN. 

While Bridal Veil Falls lack some 
of the features of the Yosemite Falls 
they have charms of their own that 
cannot be matched. Bridal Veil Creek.

COSTLY Fil 


Supreme Court Owners of 
Horses Killed in Wreck Can 
Coliect Declared Valuation. 


A decision of great importance to 
horsemen has been handed down by 
the Supreme Court in the case of Henry 
Delaney and Donlon Brothers against 
the Southern Pacific Company. The 
decision was received here yesterday 
by Deruty Clerk Dunlop. The court 
holds that a contract between a ship- 
per of race horses and a railroad, x- 
ug the value of the animals at a 
nominal sum, is valid as against sub- 
sequent proof of the actual value of 
the horses. 

It seems that horse-owners geners!- 
ly place a nominal value on their stock 
in order to get the benefit of a low 
freight rate. Delaney shipped a num- 


linas fo Sacramento in 1902, There was 
a wreck and two of the horses were 
fatally injured. One was valued at 
$1200 and the other at $1500. The lower 
court gave judgment for the plaintiff 
on the basis of the proven value of the 
two horses. 

The Southern Pacific appealed from 
the judgment of the lower court on 
the ground that the plaintiff had signed 
a contract with an agent of the com- 


the horses at a sum not exceeding $20 
for each horse. 

The Supreme Court holds that this 
agreement is binding, notwithstanding 
that evidence was introduced to show 
the animals were actually worth far 
more than the bill ef lading showed. 
Judgment of the lower court is re- 
versed and the case remanded for a 
new trial.

When some of the harness and biank- 
ets were introduced as exhibits in the 
courtroom the offensive odor made it 
necessary to remove them. The story 
of the cruelty pructiced on the poor 
dumb beasts would be too revolting in 
its full details. ‘ 

Although Nimmo continues defiant 
and says he will appeal to the Superior 
Court, Superintendent Zimmer has 


warned him that he will be 


repea 
arrested, until a complete reform is in- 
stituted in the Nimmo stables. 

Barly this week Zimmer received 4 
letter from C. C. Cummings, a repre- 
sentative of the society in the Ante- 
lope Valley, advising him of the hor- 
rible condition of Nimmo’s stock. 
Zimmer immediately went to Lancas- 
ter. He secured a conveyance, and in 
company with Cummings, went in 
search of Nimmo. The ranchman had 
been at Neenach two months harvest- 
ing several hundred acres of wheat 
and barley. But Nimmo had left that 
place about a week before. Zimmer 
and Cummings then drove to Del Sur, 
nine miles west of Lancaster. There 
they found the man they sought.

THIRD RAIL COMPRCMISE. 
The Council instructed City Clerk 
Lelande yesterday to advertise for sale 
two franchises for a standard-gauge 
electric railway along South Hm and 
West Sixteenth streets. These fran- 
chises are intended to permit the Los

Along most of the route the third . 


rail ts already in piace. The Los An- 
Pacific Company claims that it 
a right under the State law to 
its gauge wherever it de- 
sires to operate narrow-gauge and 
Standard-gauge cars over the same 
Ane. Two months ago the company 
secured an injunction to prevent the 
city from interfering with its third- 
rail plans; but City Attorney Hewitt 
secured a counter injunction, and won 
the joint suit in the Superior Court 
here. The case is now on its way to 
the Supreme Court of the State. 

The third rail franchises are adver- 
tised at the request of Attorney A. M. 
Stephens, a Hill-street property own- 
er. Mr. Stephens made this request 
in order that the standard gauging of 
the Los Angeles-Pacific Company's 
tracks might not be delayed by court 
litigation. It is understood that the 
railway company will lay the third 
rail under the Stephens franchises, 
provided he bids them in when they 
are offered for sale. 

Bids for these franchises will be 

on October 7. The instructions 

to the City Clerk provide that the suc- 
cessful bidder must give bond in the 
amount of $25.900 that he will lay the 
third rails and operate cars over them. 
N ie further provided that the Coun- 
efi reserves the right to reject any or 
all bids.

is no provision in the 
State law for rejecting all bids after 
advertisement is once made, the law 
seemingly contemplates that once of- 
fered for sale, ‘the franchise shall 
to the lowest responsibie bidder. 

City Attorney Hewitt approves fully 
the compromise by which the Steph- 
ens franchises are offered for sale, but 
he holds that this is not a compromise 
measure. Inthis weekly report to the 
Council he condemns at length the pro- 
posal from Mayor Harper that the 
city and railway company should ef- 
fect some “compromise” that would 
permit the laying of the third rail at 
once.

plaint “the city itself.” 

Mayor Harper says that the sale of 
a franchise for the third rail to an 
outside party is in perfect accord with 
the compromise he suggests; this 
sale, says, is approvéd by the City 
Attorney, but that official objects at 
the time he approves this sale to the 
message of the Mayor suggesting such 
compromise. 

“IT asked the Council to take some 
action that would permit the laying 
of the third rail at once,” said the 
Mayor. “It appears that they have 
done so. This is all I suggested and 
I am well pleased with the outcome.” 

City Attorney Hewitt says he inter- 
prets the Mayor's message to mean 
that the railway * Bd should be 
permitted to lay a rd rail without 
a franchise.

Greek Finds Package Containing

Theodore Kasakas, a Greek former- 
ly employed as a charman at the Alex- 
andria, was arrested yesterday charged 
with having stolen checks to the value 
of $600, and $350 cash.

ANSFIELD. 

. Pitiful is the death of an actor, 
for his -soul-pictures have been 
painted in the sand and the waves 
have effaced them. 

All that Richard Mansfield leaves 
behind is an uncertain tradition of 
his art; some differences of opinion 
regarding his genius; and a scratch or 


it ended each time that it fell. 


Had Mansfield chosen any other line 
of artistic endeavor, he would have 
given to the world some deathless work 
of genius, It was his hard fate to create 
works that could, in the nature of 
things, last only while he spoke them. 
Unlike the author, whose work can 
be laid away to ripen for a fitting au- 
dience, Mansfield had to take his 
chance of tickling the fancy of idle 
pleasure-seekers in competition with 
the Nan Pattersons and Evelyn 
Nesbits. 

He was the greatest actor of his 
generation. His genius lay in his 
perfect self-effacement, in the complete 
merging of his personality in that of 
the character he 


that his audience and his characters“ 
were seldom perfectly en rapport. Per- 
haps the sharpest criticism that could 
be brought against him was that one 
never ceased to be conscious of his 
exquisite art. 

Much of this lack of sympathy be- 
tween Mansfield and his audiences 
arose from the cruel and scandalous 
stories circulated concerning him. 
When you saw Beau Brummell 
bracing his peachblow ladylove, the 
story that he purposely hurt her ten- 
der ribs during love scenes could not 
fail to occur to you. 

It is monstrous that he should have 
endured this tion through 
years of slander. stories came 
from actors whose insufficiencies made 
his sensitive soul writhe. 

About 90 per cent. of those who at- 
tempt to work along artistic lines are 
failures. Most authors are ridiculous. 
Most painters are jokes. Most actors 
are a continuous crime. You can 
laugh at the picture and throw away 
the book but the great actor has to 
work in collaboration with “dubs.” 
It is easy to see how the members of 
his company must have driven Mans- 
field to the verge of insanity. 

Toward the end of his stage career, 
he seemed resigned to a surrounding 
of bad acting and to make the heart- 
breaking attempt to supply the defi- 
ciency with his own genius. Certainly 
the companies that he brought out of 
late years were execrable. 

He has created many great parts, but 
he will always be remembered for 
“Beau Brummell.” If Mansfeld has 
died and you have not seen Beau 
Brummell, you will never supply the 
loss. It was not really a play. It was 


dream. He had pared away the other 
parts to limit the criminal possibilitics 
of his fellow actors as much as could 
be. It was just Beau Brummel—and 
a setting. 

Another of his great parts was also 
in the nature of a dramatic “study.” 
This was the monstrous “Dr. Jeky!! 
and Mr. Hyde,” a dramatization of 
Robert Louis Stevenson's story. It 
was too dreadful and too morbid to 
be more than a theatrical freak As a 
study in effects and as a means of 


been surpassed. 

The scope and variety of Mansfield’s 
great parts form one of the astonish- 
ing achievements of the stage. That 
one man could have created distinct 
personalities—so uiterly distinct—for 
Richard III. Baron Chevrial, Prince 
Karl, Shylock, Beau Cyrano 
and a score of others, making each a 
living being suggesting no one of the 
others in any way, is almost beyond 
belief. 

Naturally enough, Mansfield was at 
his best and finest in what might be 
called the “intellectual drama’’—such 
plays as Cyrano de Bergerac, Arms and 
the Man, Peer Gynt, the Devil's Dis- 
ciple. 

Considered as productions, Cyraro 

r Gynt were probably the finest 
of his‘wareer. Possibly they were also 
his greatest popular successes. Ma- 
tinee girls wept to their hearts con- 
tent over the melancholy end of Cy- 
rano, and the gorgeousness of he Ib- 
sen allegory could not fail to score. 

Mansfield’s rendering of Shaw's 
dramas must have delighted the soul 
of that eccentric Irishman. But as 
the theme of both “Devil’s Disciple” 
and Arms and the Man“ may be said 
to be a jeer at our ondest ideas of 
heroes and hero worship, these great 
interpretations will protably be for- 
gotten.

VICIOUS AND DANGEROUS 
PROPAGANDA. 

A wave of so-called propaganda, 
bordering on socialism and encourag- 
ing anarchists, has spread over the 
country. This sentiment takes on the 
nature of an epidemic. it has de- 
come too acute for safety and unless 
the obgessed public returns to a sane 
way of looking at things as they rest 
on facts, trouble of the most aggra- 
vated form will ensue. . 
In times of popular excitement many 
of us are like sheep which follow the 
bell-wether. The little ones among us 
in our zeal to imitate the big leader 
often run to dangerous extremes 
whereas the leader himself would 
have stopped long before. The small- 
bore politician is always just keen 
enough to pote the popular fad of the 
moment, get on the rising wave and 
ride to some desired haven without 
effort. The yellow-dog press, which 
lives by taking up the latest cry on 
the street and echoing the voice of 
the crowd in hope of increasing cir- 
culation, aids in spreading the senti- 
ment without regard to justice, truth 
or consequences. All this is taking 
place today and is a danger of the 
gravest kind. 


anarchists may well be ignored. They 
are not likely to travel far on their 
own wings. Socialism will never ap- 
peal to the American people when it 
comes in its own garb or is preached 
by its own advocates. The Haymarket 
clique of Chicago, years ago, came to 
a standstill with the death of a few 
rabid leaders. The Debs rebellion was 
soon crushed out by vigorous measures 
on the part of the government sus- 
tained by the general common sense 
of the people. Emma Goldman and 
Johann Most have been talking anar- 
chy in the United States for a gen- 
eration, but the virus has not inocu- 
lated any considerable number of 
American citizens. These and their 
like may rave against “the money 
power,” “Wali street,” “capitalists,” 
“plutocrats,” and rant in empty, vague 
phrases while their throats hold out, 
and they will not impress the people. 

But it was different twelve years 
ago when Mr. Bryan, a candidate of 
a great national party for President, 
broke out in a torrent of the same 
vague, meaningless phrases. His 
party's press and spellbinders took 
up the cry and the rank and file of 
the party echoed it from one end of 
the land to the other. That insincere 
rant drove at least a million members 
of the party out of it. But it fur- 
nished fuel to keep alive the fires which 
the “unsatisfied” had been kindling. 

The present situation is much worse. 
The Department of Justice of the gov- 
ernment had reason to suppose that 
certain corporations, few in number 
according to the explicit statement of 
Atty.-Gen. Bonaparte, who is not 
disposed to make undue allow- 
ances for culprits, but great in their 
wealth and scope of operations, were 


thing was done in enforcing these 
laws, and naturally met with popular 
approval. Then rose the demagogue 
political aspirant, the demagogue 
yellow press, the small catch-penny 
press posing as “fair,” but really 
more dangerous than the pronounced 
and extreme socialist, and behind them 
the rag, tag and bobtail self-ordained 
“reformers,” with all violent, law- 
defying leaders of labor unions, the 
outspoken anarchists bringing up the 
rear. The cry of the whole pack is 
for “rich men’s blood.” The idea 
with these people is that to name a 
corporation of any kind is to name a 
dangerous monopoly; that all corpora- 
tions are purposely lawbreakers, im- 
pudent violators of law; that to name 
a rich man is to name a thief; that 
all wealth is dishonestly obtained; 
that in fact the possession of a bank 
account is prima facie evidence of 
guilt. It is in a way as it was in the 
Reign of Terror in Paris, when the 
sight of aristocrat raised the cry 
“to the lamp-post with him,“ or late? 
“to the guillotine!” | 

The Constitution of this country 
recognizes the principle of vested 
rights. It is the privilege of every 
American citizen to pursue his calling 
in life without molestation. It is his 
privilege to enter into gainful occu- 
pations as he sees fit under the law. 
It is his right to make money and 
to save as much of it as he pleases. 
What he makes is his to spend or save. 
What he saves is his to enjoy. The 
only limits are ability and fair dealing. 

These things are not denied? Yes 
they are. They are denied by every 
anarchist, socialist and semi-socialist 
in America. They are denied by im- 
plication by nearly every labor-union- 
ite in the country. They are denied 
in effect by this indiscriminate cry to 
get the man higher up.” That is why 
this wave of popular sentiment is so 
dangerous, Every time a man of good 
standing in the community lends his 
voice to this shout that every cor- 
poration is a monopoly and that all 
wealth is improperly acquired and 
held, every time a demagogic poli- 
ticlan or newspaper demands that a 
man be punished because he is rich, 
and leniency shown to another because 
he is poor, he brings the country a 
step nearer the Parisian Commune. 

Let us have no respect of persons 
in this country. It is in this God's 
world, in all ages the only country 
where manhood counts for itself. Let 
us hold fast to the sheet anchor that 
all men are equal before the law. Let 
us not forget the merciful axiom of 
our common law that all men are to 
be held Innocent until proven guilty. 
Then let us, under law, apply the other 
maxim, “let no guilty man escape,” 
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ten guilty men to go unpunished than 
for ohe innocent man to suffer. 
These maxims are gray with age, 
but they are as vital as ever. Every 
man must be protected in his rights— 
rights of property, rights of person, 
rights of occupation. The rich man is 
entitled to every legal safeguard that 
the poor man enjoys. The poor man 
should be as safe in life, in umb and 
in possession as the ten-times u- 
lionaire. Society is unsafe on any 
narrower basis. The basis is daily at- 


‘tacked from one side or the other. It 


is time for all men who really respect 
law, who really believe in these prin- 
ciples on which society rests, who love 
our country because they believe i 
the Constitution and government, to 
get together and make a determined 
effort to lead the masses back to this 
safe ground and to stem this flood cf 
dangerous demagogism which is rush- 
ing so many into the abyss of social- 
ism and anarchy. 


LASS CONVICTED. 

A jury has found Louis Glass, 
vice-president of the Pacific States 
Telephone Company, guilty of the 
crime of bribery, and it is difficult to 
see how he can escape the peniten- 
tiary. Either the hiatus in the orig- 
inal evidence was pretty satisfactorily 
closed up in the second trial, or the 
jury was more easily satisfied than 


mony in the first case. The proba- 
bility is that ‘both these things are 
true of the verdict so quickly reached 
last evening after one trial had failed, 

The offense charged against Glass, 
as The Times has explained, was the 
most aggravated of all the bribery 
charges in the San Francisco embroil- 
ment. He could not plead that he 
was held up or blackmailed. His 
company was accused of entering into 
a conspjracy of bribery to keep out 
a competing telephone corporation 
and to deprive it of its rights, and so 
stands convicted. The jury has found 
that he played the part of the hold-up 
man himeelf. It is an awful finding. 
With this verdict and thirteen more 
indictments standing against him, 
Glass is the worst-smitten man in the 
United States today. 


HE CITY BEAUTIFUL. 

Those who have undertaken the 
task of ridding Los Angeles of un- 
sightly shacks, unsanitary hovels and 
squalid, filthy back alleys have a work 
on hand of the first importance. There 
are countless reasons why no such 
features should exist in the city of 
Los Angeles. In the first place, they 
are not necessary. The climate, win- 
ter and summer, is of such remark- 
able mildness that no great expense 
need be incurred in the erection of a 
home to serve as a roof for the poor- 
est. The architectural art has reached 
a stage that, with the expenditure of 
a very little money, a home of the 
most nſodest proportions can be ar- 
ranged with every attention to both 
art and sanitation. Of course there 
are difficulties about it, chief of which 
is the ignorance as to sanitation and 
the indifference as to artistie features 
on the part of many people who come 
here to seek employment at the com- 
monest kind of labor. But we must 
not be stopped by difficulties like these. 
They can all be removed. The cholo 
of the lowest ideas can be compelled 
to keep his habitation clean. This can 
be exacted of him provided the prem- 
ises permit. It is a shame in a 
city of our standard and climate to 
have any human habitation without 
a bathroom and conveniences usually 
considered absolute necessities. 

Of course the most pressing rea- 
son for insisting upon having here the 
city beautiful is sanitation. The health 
of the whole community is at stake 
in the filthy alleys that exist in some 
portions of the municipality. These

tricts inhabited by the por- 
tion of the population. t in the 
high-class residence districts the al- 
leys running through the interiors of 
blocks are unsightly and dangerous to 
the public health. There is no rea- 
son why alleys should not be kept as 
clean as the streets. Indeed, all these 
alleys should be paved. 

It is a misfortune that the railroad 
lines coming in through the city all 
run through ,the most squalid portions 
of Los Angeles. Along Alameda street 
the huts are anything but character- 
istic of a city which boasts f its 
many attractive features. Many 
abuses sprang up in the past. It will 


n | be difficult, of course, to remove them 


in a wholesdle way. But the owners 
should be eompelled to put them in 
decent repair and furnish every one 
with the proper conveniences belong- 
ing to civilized life. The poorer por- 
tions of the community, who rent 
these cheap abodes, can scarcely be ex- 
pected to rise very rapidly in the 
scale of civilization in such wretched 
surroundings. There ase two sides to 
the question, and the landlord’s side 
is important. Unless he furnishes de- 
cent abodes for these people, how can 
the community expect that they will 
live in decency? Give them the op- 
portunity first, and then compel them 
to observe habits of cleanliness and 
thus safeguard the health of the city.

ALOON TAXES 
RUN THE CITY. 


SUT PROSPERITY IS REPORTED IN 
TOWN OF WATTS. : 


Municipality Faced Period of no 
Revenue from Assessment and 
Took This Means of Raising Funds 
to Pay the Cost of Government. 
Baptists Preparing to Dedicate. 


— — 


WATTS, Aug. 20. — There has been a 
material advancement in building here 
this summer. On every side is heard 
the pounding of hammers and rasping 
song of the saws on new buildings go- 
ing up. A handsome net church has 
just had the finishing touches put on; 
& modern two-story business block is 
being built, and ground is being broken 
for still another. The biggest thing, 


though, that is coming to Watts is a 


new laundry, upon which work is to 


Start in a short time. 


L. . Blackman, a local lumber man, 
Says there is a great deal of lumber 
being bought for new cottages and ad- 
ditions and improvements on old ones. 

“Our town has made great progress 
since we incorporated in May,” said 
Frederick J. Rorke, City Clerk. “Re- 
aity values have increased from 25 to 
20 per cent. in three months. 

“At first we experienced a difficulty 
in raising money to pay the salaries 
of our city officials, as we had incor- 
porated too late in the year to obtain 
any benefit from assessment. It was 
thought the matter was settled when 
we had the merchants pay a license, 
but there was so much objection to 
this that another means was taken to 
raise money. So the Trustees volun- 
tarily submitted the question to the 
people as to whether this should be a 
wet or dry town. A straw vote was 
taken, and the result was that a ma- 
jority of over fifty in the 260 votes 
cast were in favor of admitting saloons 
to the town. 

“The license was fixed at $125 for 
retail and $75 for wholesale establish- 
ments, each to deposit six months’ li- 
cense in advance. We have two retail 
saioons and one wholesale as a result, 
and an income that more than pays 
our running expenses. In fact, we 
have several hundred in the treasury. 
The voters, who admitted the saloons, 
looked upon it as a business proposi- 
tion. While many of them are not 
really in favor of having them in our 
midst, the expedient was adopted for 
giving us a working fund. 

“Some of the surplus funds are be- 

on J used to employ engineers to es- 
tablish street grades, looki to im- 
provements in our thoro fares in 
the near future. 

“As an instance of our prosperity, 
there is 2 a vacant house in Watts, 
—— it is impossible to find one for 
rent.” 


WILL ESTABLISH LAUNDRY. 

The Pacific Coast Laundry Company 
will begin work next week on its new 
plant in Watts, on the site given the 
company through private subscrip- 
tion. The laundry will do business both 
in. Los Angeles and Long Beach, using 
the electric road for transportation. 
The promoters promise a pay roll of 
from $750 to $1000 a month, and a pref- 
erence will be given to resident work- 
ers. The water for the plant will be 
from wells. A good supply can be ob- 
tained at ten feet, and artesian water 
with a big flow at sixty. The officers 
of the company are P. L. Howland, J. 
Flautt and H. E. Munger. E. G. Lowe 
is fiscal agent. All are of Los Angeles.
